ROME, April 25 (UP) — Allied armies struck nortli from the Po, 
river in northern Italy today to within 30 miles of Verona, gateway;

Po, Gen. Mark W. Clarlt's forces joined the race to trap remnants of 
Hitler's armies in his national redoubt in the Bavarian Alps. The 
fifth army's tenth mountain division spearheaded the push, across 
the Po, establishing the first bridgehead after a 55-mile drive in two 
days. With their last natural barrier south of the Alps smashed, the 
Germans were in a confused state. Nazi divisions were broken, and 
battalions were operating more and more on their own.

Ever since the general election, these same 
Republicans around Boise have been crying 
their eyes out In the silliest of dle-hard-Iash- 
lon, They have cooked up every excuse they 
could think or to blame Mr. Thorpe Tor the 
party's overwhelming defeat In Idaho last 
November. Tliey would like to make the peo- 
ple believe that luider a dUferent state chair- 
man, the Republicans would have wdn a de- 
cisive victory, althoueh anyone with common 
sense ccuUi Tiiiderstand that the Democratic 
landslide was the principal reason they were 
snowed under. 

When !t comes to political strategy, the 
self-appointed Republican blg-wIgs of Idaho 
have given a good demonstration of knuckle^ 
headed politics. Everyone In the party Is eX' 
pectcd to play the game their way, or else. 
Either you take It and like It, or they .stuff It 
down your throat. 

Instead of looking for some scapegoat, 
which In this Instance Is Mr. Thorpe, they 
should give themselves the once-over. 

If Vern Thorpe had bowed and scraped 
before these big shots who like to crack the 
whip, he could have been accepted as their 
falr-halred chairman. But Mr. Thorpe doesn't 
happen to be thnt type, which to our way of 
thinking is much to his credit. 

He was committed to a platform that real 
)y made sense for a change, instead of a lot 
Dt political, behlnd-the-stage hokiim— a plat- 
lorm which Incidentally met with consider- 
able public approval In the primary election, 
It was following the primary that Ada 
county Republican emissaries went around 
complaining that Mr. Thorpe wouldn't "play 
ball" with the Inner circle, and they were the 
ones largely responsible for bringing about 
the breach in the party's ranks. 

We do not believe that William H. Det- 
wellcr, Republican candidate lor governor, 
could have been elected In any event In face 
of the Democratic landslide, but we do feel 
thnt the Republicans would have made a 
much bettor showing, If those who delegate 
themselves as the party's leaders had given 
their support to that constructive program on 
iwhlch Mr. Thorpe was so thoroughly sold. In- 
stead of concerning themselves with personal 
prejudices and political throat cutting. 
■ Perhaps Mr, Thorpe doesn't measure'up to 
all the qualifications' of a shrewd politician. 
One thing for sure, he will have no part In 
some of the practices which such "shrewd- 
ness" Implies. Actually he Is too good a citi- 
zen to have gotten mixed up In the Republi- 
can mess as it now exists, because temporar- 
ily he has had to pay the penalty. 

But it Is around individuals like Vern 
Thorpe that we must hope to build sound, 
clean and constructive government. And for 
that reason, we hope that he carries on. 

Sooner or later, these Republican powers 
that be must learn that their method of play- 
ing politics Is out of date. In times past It was 
easy to pull the wool over the people's eyes, 
but now they are beginning to see. PreJudlccB, 
vilification and the like will not win future 
elections. Unless the Republican party of Ida- 
ho is prepared to offer the people something 
constructive In the way of state government, 
and Is willJjig to make a combined ef/ort to- 
ward that end, It might ]ust as well go on 
being a knuckle-head and taking a licking!
